Archbold’s Acid Sulphite Process. 


Archbold’s acid sulphite process was briefly 











outlined in THe JouRNAL for March 31 of the | 


current year. Since then Mr. Archbold has set 
forth his process in greater detail, and the fol- 
lowing description will be clearly understood : 
The invention relates to the treatment of 
wood, straw, rags, or any other suitable sub- 
stance of a cellulose or fibrous nature for con- 
verting the same into paper pulp ; and it has for 
its object the complete separation of the gummy 
and resinous matters and tannin from the fibre, 
and the production of a paper pulp of superior 
quality and in increased quantity from the sub- 
stances mentioned by producing acid sulphite of 
lime in the structure, or in the fibre itself of the 
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any convenient part of the digester by means of 
a pipe or an opening at the top, for example, 
dilute milk of lime, preferably at ordinary tem- 
perature, or 62° Fahrenheit (but this tempera- 
ture may be varied considerably) until the wood 


or other substance is covered. The dilute 
milk of lime should contain from one 
to 6 per cent. of hydrated lime, the rest being 
water. The per cent. of lime will necessarily 
vary as stated, because of the varying nature 
of the fibrous substances to be treated. Thus, 
for example, straw is of less density than most 
woods, and a liquid containing 1 per cent. 
of lime would be suitable for its treatment. 
Hard woods, however, and those containing 
much resinous matter, will require the extreme 
proportion of lime, because more powerful 
action of the lime is required to speedily affect 
their structure. Then pass in from any con- 
venient part of the digester, by any usual 
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solve the acid sulphate of alumina in water, and 
add it to the mixture of chloride of lime and 
water, and mix with the pulp. These chemicals 
may be washed out afterward with water. The 
product obtained can be further handled by 
pulp or paper makers in the usual manner.

Cone Pulleys in England. 





On this page is given an illustration of the so- 
called “‘Cone-pulley System” for driving the pa- 
per machine, as constructed by Bentley & Jack- 
son, and applied to ten machines in the mill of 
James Wrigley & Son, Bury, ‘England. The 
machine from which this illustration is taken 
was built in 1868, and was set up on December 
23 of that year. This is the machine referred 
to by several correspondents, and particularly 
by “‘ Machine Tender.” 

The letter, transmitting the drawing from 
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Cotton Motes for Paper Stock. 


There has been considerable inquiry as to 
whether the waste of cotton gins could not be 
turned to account as paper stock. After the lint 
has come from the gin there are‘left the seeds, 
which are used for oil and other purposes, and 
the motes together with sand and other foreign 
substances. 

Motes are the undeveloped seeds of the cotton, 
a considerable amount of the cotton still adher- 
ing to them. These motes are first cleansed at 
the gins and then shipped north to the paper 
mills. The cleansing must be thoroughly done, 
and all sand and especially all natured seed re- 
moved. No alkali known will destroy the ma- 
tured seed, which, if not removed from the stock, 
will give the paper a blotched and speckled ap- 
pearance.

Testing Steam Boilers.

Although the system of testing boilers by 
hydraulic pressure to a point considerably above 
t' eir working pressure has many opponents, its 
value is attested by the numerous legislative en- 
actments in force for its employment abroad. 
In most countries the law is more lenient toward 
old than new boilers, and is not so severe with 
multitubular as with other boilers, so far as the 
degree of pressure to be applied is concerned. 
The reasons for this have been indicated in the 
last chapter ; it may, however, be further re- 
marked that in the case of an old boiler of whose 
condition there may be some suspicion, the hy- 
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substance treated, whereby more efficient action 
of the salt is secured. 

The peculiar force known as “ catalytic ac- 
tion,” as fully demonstrated by Liebig and oth- 
ers, operates in such a way that certain gases, 
when united with bases—such as hydrate of 
lime, for example—in the presence of moist, 
porous, or fibrous substances, increase reducing 
action, so that it is not only more complete, but 
the resulting salt produced is itself more power- 
ful. This important prirciple is taken advan- 
tage of in this process for the manufacture of 
paper pulp. Various methods heretofore de- 
vised for subjecting such substances to the ac- 
tion of sulphurous acid or its salts have been to 
treat the substance operated on by means of so- 
lutions of the sulphites, acid. or neutral salts. 
The imperfections attending such methods are 
that the reducing action is to a large extent lost. 
Therefore, the resulting product is not so pure, 
and in quantity it is less than when produced by 
this method. Another disadvantage is that such 
ordinary methods cause corrosive action on the 
vessels used unless they are lined with lead, and 
little more than one-half of the proper reducing 
effects is obtained by such methods. This pro- 
cess is said to avoid these objections and to ma- 
terially reduce the time and expense heretofore 
required to make paper pulp of superior quality. 

The wood or other material is cut into conve- 
nient pieces, so that chemicals may come 
quickly into intimate contact with an efficient 
action upon the fibre. An ordinary digester or 
other suitable apparatus is filled about three- 
fourths full with the pieces; then put in from

means, sulphurous-acid gas, preferably but not 
necessarily compressed. Sometimes the mix- 
tare will take more and sometimes less sul- 
pbhurous-acid gas; but the proper quantity 
may be determined by the use of blue litmus- 
paper, as when the mixture will turn blue lit- 
mus-paper distinctly red, enough gas has been 
introduced. In some cases when hard, dense 
wood is used, use in the diluted milk of lime 
about one pound of nitrate of lime for every 
one hundred pounds of wood ; but in ordinary 
cases this is not necessary. When the mixture 
gives a distinct acid reaction with blue litmus- 
paper, there is produced between the fibres and 
in the fibre acid sulphite of lime with a slight 
trace of sulphate. This reaction causes partial 
disintegration of the wood or other substance, 
completely reduces the gummy and resinous 
bodies between the fibres, and produces a fibrous 
mass somewhat resembling ‘‘half-stuff.” Next 
subject the mass to steam-pressure, preferably 
in the digester, by heating it or by admitting 
steam into it of four to five atmospheres (more 
or less) for one hour, more or less, both depend- 
ent on the nature of the wood or substance 
undergoing treatment, the harder and denser 
substances requiring the most time, Finally, 
wash out the chemicals used with water, which 
leaves the product pure cellulose resembling cot- 
ton-wood. 

If bleaching should be necessary, and it is de- 
sirable to make white paper, a good process is 
as follows, viz.: Use for every hundred pounds 
of dry pulp three pounds of chloride of lime and 
and one ounce of acid sulphate of alumina. Dis-

Dear Srr—We have had inquiries from the United 
States respecting G. E Marshall's patent, No. 275,056, 
April 3, 1883, a copy of whose specification one of 
our correspondents has forwarded to us. As we be- 
lieve we are indebted to you for this correspondence, 
through a note published in your Journa. after your 
return from Europe last year (?), it is only fair that 
you should be in a position to relieve us from 
further inquiries. We therefore forward you a 
photo-litho copy of the working drawing of a paper- 
making machine made by us in 1868 for James Wrig- 
ley & Sons, of Bury, from which you will see that 
conical pulley and belt shifters for regulating the 
tension of the web of paper were then applied to the 
couch rolls, first press, second press, both sections of 
drying cylinders, the damp calender (or size rolls), 
the finishing calender and the sheet cutter. Previ- 
ous to our building this machine, we had made for 
this firm four 60-inch machines of nearly similar 
construction. The shafting, pulleys, &c., are carried 
overhead as far as practicable, so that it is possible 
to walk around the drying cylinders. Previous to 
our making these machines, Messrs. Wrigley had the 
same system of strap guides and conical pulleys in 
use, but fixed to the ground floor, as usual. We can 
testify tothe system having been in constant daiiy 
use in their mills for at least twenty years, and they 
have to-day ten (10) paper-making machines of vari- 
ous widths, to which this system is applied. If con- 
venient to you, we shall be obliged if you will give 
this the same publicity as the note referred to, and 
also if you will show this drawing to anyone inter- 
ested in the subject.

sylvania, They require much care and experi- 
ence to be successfully worked as paper stock. 
They are used in the manufacture of news paper 
largely composed of wood-pulp, thus taking the 
place of cotton waste and low grades of paper 
stocks. 

A full quotation for best grade, i. e., thorough- 
ly cleansed from sand and matured seed, would 
be 244 cents delivered at the mill. The freight 
amounts to considerable, as from the muddy 
condition of Southern streams there are but few 
paper mills near the gins to use them as stock. 

It is said by buyers that the people of the 
South are curiously improvident and that it is 
next to impossible to make them save the motes. 
Cotton gins are usually ‘cleaned up,” as the 
phrase is, every night. The cotton and the 
seeds are both preserved, but the motes are 
thrown away. One cotton ginner whose motes 
had been already bargained for, actually de- 
stroyed them to the value of five hundred dol- 
lars, although a buyer stood ready to take them. 

Another annoyance is carelessness in cleaning, 
a matter which, in cotton itself, led to decided 
action some twelve months ago. Of a lot of 
motes shipped to this city fifty per cent. of the 
weight was sand. 

It is estimated that two per cent. of the entire 
cotton crop is motes. As the cotton crop of last 
year was nearly 5,500,000 bales, the crop of 
motes would be about 110,000 bales in round 
numbers. The value of this crop would be, at 
ten dollars a bale, a fair estimate, upward of a 
million dollars clear gain, which can be annually 
cleared by the South by the saving and utilizing 
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draulic test should not be applied until its form 
and the strength of plates, as measured by the 
thickness, have been ascertained by inspection, 
where this is possible, in order to guard against 
overstraining. But when this is impracticable, 
as in many multitubular boilers, one and a half 
times would be safer than twice the working 
pressure for the limit of the test. 

A boiler that has been at work for some time, 
and has thus, in a manner, proved its capability 
of bearing a given pressure, may be considered 
safe if it will stand a test of one and a half times 
its working load; even if it has been over- 
strained by the test, it may still be considered 
safe for a limited time. The effects of over- 
straining would probably be detected on a repe- 
tition of the test, after the boiler had been work-. 
ing some time, and this appears to be an argu- 
ment in favor of periodical testing, especially 
when a reliable inspection cannot be made. 

The inspection of boilers should commence at 
the works where the plates are manufactured, 
where alone many circumstances connected 
with their quality can be ascertained. 

Many new boilers proved tight and sound on 
testing at the makers’ have been damaged in ~ 
their subsequent lifting and transit, and still 
more have been seriously damaged by getting 
up steam too hurriedly the first time for regular 
work, 
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A supplementary roller for endless-roll paper 
machines is placed after the first press and in- 
side of the wire cloth to serve as a ventilator to 
the sheet, thus making it less brittle. 
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Holyoke Notes. 





(FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. } 


Hotyoxke, Mass., July 5, 1883. 

The “‘ Glorious Fourth ” is over; the water fills 
the beds of the canals again, and the city puts on 
its business air once more, after a vacation of four 
days. It makes quite another town of Holyoke 
to have the canal bottoms exposed and the whir 
of the mills stopped. If such quiet should reign 
permanently, most of the inhabitants would 
have to pull up and go somewhere else. This is 
pre-eminently a working place. There are no 
people of leisure; the wealthiest men are the 
busiest, the town being too young to have many 
old men retired from active business. When 
the mills are quiet, thousands take advantage of 
the rest and go out of town for a day or two of 
recreation. Yesterday, even after the boys had 
spent their enthusiasm, the streets were as quiet 
as on Sunday. The picnics and short excur- 
sions of the past three days have been well pa- 
tronized, but now all hands are at work again, 
except in those mills that are undergoing thor- 
ough repairs. 

Business just about holds its own. Buyers are 
nibbling and taking hold when they can make 
theirown prices. At present rates there is little 
money in making paper, and there certainly can 
be but little in selling it, if the stories of sharp 
competition told by the dealersare true. The fre- 
quent failure of paper houses shows how demor- 
alized business is. 

The season in this vicinity has thus far been 
one of showers, some of them quite severe, as 
the one of last night. The river is kept well 
filled and shows as yet no sign of low water. I 
am not sure but a prolonged drought would bea 
good thing for business in the long run. 

Superintendent Apthrop, of the Riverside Pa- 
per Mill, is building himself a house. 

The Water Power Company is still pursuing 
its case against the Connecticut River Company, 
caused by the raising of the Enfield dam, setting 
the water back to South Holyoke, and reducing 
the power of the mills there. The case was 
argued at Hartford on Tuesday before Judge 
Shipman, of the United States Circuit Court. 

This city occupies so central a position be- 
tween New York and Boston, and is such an ob- 
ject of interest to the trade, that the base-ball 
nines of those two cities representing the paper 
trade have decided to meet here fora game on 
July 21. They will have a good crowd to see 
them if the day is pleasant, and they will also 
find a good many base-ball enthusiasts here to 
welcome them. The Wauregan Paper Mill nine 
was beaten the other day by the Prentiss Wire 
Mill club. 

The Crocker Paper Company is putting in a 
new 39-inch wheel, and is also busy repairing 
the damages caused by the recent fire. 

F. H. Chamberlain, treasurer of the Franklin 
Paper Company, has gone to Winchendon for a 
vacation of a few weeks. 

Very little mill building is in progress here 
this summer, but a builder says he never saw a 
season where so many houses and tenement 
blocks were going up. There is the same in- 
crease in population going on ani this is affect- 
ing the towns aruund us. Capitalists of Hol- 
yoke and other places have recently bought a 
large tract of land just out of South Hadley 
Falls, across the river, and will lay it out into 
building lots and put it in the market. The 
Falls village has grown a good deal of late as a 
result of the overflow of this city, and this new 
venture has much promise. 

The railroad commissioners will meet here 
next Wednesday to hear the petitioners against 
the proposed location of the new railroad station ; 
but the hearing will probably amount to nothing. 
The railroad company is going on with its plans 
and will soon be ready to begin work. The 
people who complain about the location don’t 
understand the case,and they will all be satis- 
fied when they see what the company is really 
going todo. The citizens fear that the company 
is not looking out enough for the future, but the 
company itself will suffer if it neglects the future 
so much that another depot will be necessary in 
a few years. 

William Perry, of the Franklin Paper Mill, 
has also taken advantage of the shut-down for 
repairs, and has gone to Canada on a visit. 

Charles 8S. Newton, just from the Deerfield, 
has entered the Wauregan Paper Mill. 

The Newton families, who make a large num- 
ber when put together, all went to Greenfield, 
their former home, on Monday, and held a re- 
union at the old homestead. 

The Syms & Dudley Paper Company has just 
put in a new 44-inch Fourdrinier machine, which 
will increase its daily capacity to fifteen tons of 


engine-sized flats and book paper. H.

One 
of the items on which considerable energy 
is being expended is that of paper, and the 
Austrians are doing their best to further 
their paper-making interests in the direc- 
tion noted particularly because of the fail- 
ure of the treaty between Germany and 
Spain, whereby German paper is for the 
time-being excluded from the Spanish mar- 
ket. The price of the lowest quality of 
news in Spain is now about six cents per 
pound.

THE DRIVING TRAIN. 

THE JOURNAL presents this week, on its 
front page, an illustration of the plan of a 
machine built by Bentley & Jackson for the 
Bridge Hall mill, England. It will be ob- 
served that the general plan and design for 
the application of cone-pulleys on this ma- 
chine resembles that of the driving train 
illustrated in THE JOURNAL two weeks ago, 
and known as that of the Marshall patent. 

One of our correspondents, ‘‘ Machine 
Tender,” who has had considerable to say 
on the subject and who has claimed that 
the method of driving the machine as prac- 
tised in Wrigley’s mill and by Mr, Mar- 
shall are identical, declares that he cannot 
discern the difference between the two; but 
even this testimony, with the added force 
of the drawimgs which we give this week, 
do not refute Mr. Marshall's claim to origi- 
nality, nor will it necessarily invalidate his 
patent. It is admitted that the method of 
driving the machines in Wrigley’s mill was 
kept close and that no publication of it was 
ever made. Mr. Marshall, we believe, had 
never seen it there and nothing has, so far, 
been adduced to prove that the idea had 
ever been put into practical operation in

The Cone-Pulley System in France. 
Ricamonp, Va., June 20, 1883, 
To the Editor of The Journal: 


in the Southern Trade Gazette, published in 
Louisville, Ky., for June, the editor notices the 
Marshall patent driving arrangement, giving 
his views on the matter, and claims to have 
taken pains to inquire for the benefit of some of 
his misled paper making friends into the validity 
of Mr. Marshall’s patent. He seems to be posted 
in law on the subject, as he gives the following 
points with regard to the case: ‘* Unless it can 
be proven that this invention has been patented 
in some other country, or that a description of 
the same had been printed and distributed, 
thereby becoming common property, no one has 
aright to use it without the permission of the 
patentee.” 

Granting this to be all so, I wish to call the 
Southern Trade Gazette and all others who may 
be interested in this matter, to an extract taken 
from a work published by Carl Hoffman in his 
Paris edition of 1877, in which can be found the 
following description of this system of driving 
machines. I quote from Carl Hoffman’s Practi- 
cal Treatise on the Fabrication of Paper. 

‘*Messrs. Jauffray & Son, of Vienne (in 
Isére), France, have fixed to the machines con- 
structed by them, and particularly to those at 
the paper mill of Lahaye Descartes (Department 
of Indre et Loire), the arrangement represented 
in the cut 167, [which cut shows the bevel gears, 
the twofcone-pulleys with belt and shifter, this 
shifter being only single ended]. 

‘“*The main shaft doing the general driving 
runs at a proper height the whole length of the 
machine, and carries as many conical drums as 
there are cross-shafts to be driven. Each of 
those cross-shafts is driven by a second conical 
drum and a pair of bevel gears. A belt shifter, 
provided with a screw adjustment operated by 
a hand wheel which varies the position of the 
belt and regulates the velocity with reference to 
¢he main shaft. This arrangement is adopted 
in a great number of French manufactories, 
and is very simple, permitting instant change 
of speed of any part thus driven.” 

The above can be found by anyone who may 
be interested enough to look it up in the above- 
mentioned work. This is not written in any 
spirit of controversy, or trying to shear Mr. 
Marshall of any of bis laurels, as I know that he 
stands in the front rank, so far as improvements 
in the trade are concerned, and that he has al- 
ways been a leader in the business. So far as 
this system of driving machines is concerned, 

Mr. Marshall, no doubt, has obtained a patent 
on this combination of drums, gears and shift- 
ing arrangement for the belt uSed on said drums;

There is so little alteration from Wrigley’s 





idea that I should almost think ‘‘G, M.” had bor- 
rowed ; but still I believe that ‘‘G. M.”may be act- 

ing honorably, for anything he knew to the cun- 

trary. I will try and give you a sketch of 

Wrigley’s system, so that you can form some 

idea of the difference, and whether it did not 

meet all of the requirements of tension at an 

earlier date than the Marshall patent. 

No. 1 is the main driving shaft, two feet from 

the floor which runs as far as the first press- 
shaft No. 2, which is a counter-shaft turned by 
mitre-gears having on its shaft a cone-pulley, 
which corresponds with one on the second press 
which stands over the first in the same frame. 
No. 3 isan upright sbaft turned from the first 
press-mitres to line-shaft overhead. No. 4 which 
extends backward to the couch-roll and forward 
to the calenders. No. 5 is a counter-shaft for 
wire or couch, having a cone to suit the couch- 
roll, with a belt running vertically, No. 6, you 
will see, is a counter-shaft having three cones, 
one for the first section of dryers, seven in num- 
ber (four ontop and three on bottom), and one 
for the second section (two top one bottom), 
These two belts run horizontally overhead, being 
geared to the top dryers, the third on No. 6 fora 
vertical belt down to the intermediate or size- 
rolls, as the case may be. No.7 is a counter- 
shaft, having three cones, one for a vertical for 
the calenders, and one each for the reel and 
cutter having a belt driving down diagonally, 
all having a neat shipper adjustable by a hand- 
wheel. 

The only difference that I see between Wrig- 
ley’s and Marshall’s, is that the counter-shaft is 
overhead in one case and on the floor in another; 
also, that Marshall’s is geared down a little finer. 
Wrigley’s idea was to equalize the speed by the 
purchase, for fear that the cure might be worse 
than the evil. Anyway, his machines vary 
from 106 inches to 62 inches and the broadest 
belt used is a 6-inch 6-ply rubber belt.

Different Uses of the Cone-Pulley. 
To the Editor of The Journal : 

The use of the cone-pulley for the purpose of 
regulating the speed of the paper-making ma- 
chine is not a new thing ; but in discussing the 
priority of use or invention it will be well to 
keep in mind the two distinct purposes to which 
they have been applied. The first is to take the 
place of the gears in general use for changing or 
regulating the speed of the whole making part 
of the machine ; the second is that just patented 
for changing or regulating the speed of the com- 
ponent parts, or, in other words, to regulate the 
tension of the paper as it passes from one section 
of the machine to another, thus taking the place 
of the old lagging and the newer expansion pul- 
leys. The first machine that I ever saw regu- 
lated by a pair of cone-pulleys was at the Val- 
leyfield (Scotland) paper mills, in 1854 ; the pul- 
leys were employed to regulate the speed of the 
whole making part of the machine, and I have 
good reason to believe that they were the first 
ever used for that purpose. In 1857 the Ber- 
trams, of Edinburgh, Scotland, built a sizing 
and drying machine for H. V. Butler, of Pater- 
son, N. J., which was set up and started in the 
Ivanhoe Mill in the following year—1858. A 
pair of cone-pulleys were sent with this machine 
for the purpose of regulating its speed, and are 
still in use. Some six or eight years later Mr. 
Adams, of Buckland, Conn., and Newburg, 
N. Y., replaced the old speed gears on one of his 

Fourdrinier machines with such a pair of cone- 
pulleys as Bertram had sent to H. V. Butler. 

A year or two later, say, 1868 or 1870, Jessup & 
Moore introduced them into their Rockland, 
Del., paper mills, and a year or two ago they 
were put into the Franklin Paper Company’s 
mill at Holyoke, Mass. In all of these cases the 
cone-pulley is used to regulate the speed of the 
whole making part of the machine. The next 
step, as we are informed by one of your corre- 
spondents, was taken by James Wrigley & Son, 
Bridge Hall, England, who introduced a com- 
plete system of regulating the whole machine 
and its different sections by means of the cone- 
pulley. 

Another correspondent tells us of a plan pub- 
lished in a French work on paper making by 
which the tension of the paper is regulated by 
the same means. The gavitor cone-pulley, with 
its cones to regulate the length of the sheet, is 
familiar to all paper makers on this side of the 
Atlantic. In 1858, a pair of cones was used to 
regulate the speed of the shake on the machine 
in the Bath, 8. C., paper mill. In 1874 or 1875, 
Delaney & Munson, Unionville, Conn., were 
using a pair of cones to regulate the speed of the 
cutter with that of the machine. 

Thus we see, that, beginning at Valley field, 
Scotland, in 1854, the use of the cone-pulley on 
the paper machine has gradually extended in all 
directions, Rex.

THE MONEY MARKET.—The money mar- 
ket remains featureless. Rates are easy, under 
the abundance of loanable funds at 2}4@3 per 
cent. for call loans on stock collateral: Com- 
mercial paper is in good supply, and there is an 
equally good demand. We quote 60 to 90 days 
indorsed bills receivable 4@5 per cent.; four 
months acceptances 5@53¢, and good single 
names, four to six months to run, 54¢@6. 

The amount of business done in stocks has 
been the lightest for months and the tone of the 
market has been, on the whole, weak. 

Government bonds, though dull, are firm, 
while railroad mortgages are in close sympathy 
with the share list. It is simply a holiday mar- 
ket.

THE PAPER TRADE.—Although the uncer- 
tainty as to what would be the effect of the new 
tariff upon prices, has had something to do with 
the dull state of general trade for some time 
past, it is expected that there will be some in- 
crease in many lines of goods, now that the 
change in duties has been made. At all events, 
there is a better feeling in business circles, 
although this is the dullest season of the year. 
There were fewer business failures in the second 
quarter of the year compared with the first 
quarter. The national holiday and the heat 
have been interruptions to business, but some 
of our city dealers have taken some very 
good sized orders to be placed at the mills 
for goods to be made up for delivery in the 
fall. We hear of a prominent manilla paper 
manufacturer, who, owing to a pressure of ord- 
ers and short water, has advanced his price on 
No. 2 from 6 to 6c., and from 6}¢ to 6%c. for 
heavy and light weights, respectively. An order 
has been closed this week by a city publishing 
house, through the selling agent of a Pennsyl- 
vania concern, for 80,000 reams of a fair quality 
of print paper, 39x42 inches, 40 pounds to the 
ream, or about 1,600 tons at a price reported at 
51¢ to 5i¢c., but believed to be 53¢c. This paper 
is to be delivered inside of a year. We alsohear 
of a contract entered into to supply two Phil- 
adelphia daily papers with 37 tons per month 
of a fair quality of News at 6c. less one per cent. 
for cash. 


JUTE BUTTS.—As usual there has been a 
particularly dull market during the past week, 
only more so than in most former years at this 
time of the year. The shipments for June were 
only 7,000 bales, with estimated sailings for 
July of 5,000 bales. Advices from Calcutta 
give holders courage and strengthen their posi- 
tion. Sales during the week of 800 bales at 
1 13-16 to 17-8c., for paper quality and about 
1,000 bales spinning butts at 2 @2%{c. The ar- 
rivals during the week include the Artist with 
3,350 bales imported by a manufacturer and the 
L. Delax with 8,327 bales, all of which is sold 
except 1,000 bales bagging quality to manufac- 
turers before arrival.

— Although manufacturers 
have made no changes in their quotations since 
our last, they speak less hopefully of their busi- 
ness prospectsand the opinion is expressed that 
in view of the number of new enterprises pro- 
jected and those nearing completion, there will 
be a ¢ to ke. decline in the price before the 
close of the current year. We continue to 
quote 44¢@4%c. for small lots of the best makes 
of Bleached and 3%@3c. for Unbleached. 
These figures would be shaded on contracts or 
large orders. 


FOREIGN RAGS AND PAPER STOCK.— 
This market has partaken very much of a holi- 
day character this week, so far as actual sales 
are concerned. Several of the large importers 
and dealers have been absent from the city, and 
there has been an unusually small number of 
manufacturers in town, and the few of the 
trade who have remained here who have had of- 
fers on goods at such low figures that there 
very few goods were sold, and these at about 
the nominal quotations reported during the 
past thirty days. The receipts have been re- 
duced almost to a minimum—less than 2,000 
bales—and most of them have gone to fill past 
orders, very few going into store. The arrivals 
during the past week aggregate 1,907 bales and 
bags, embracing 1,455 bales Rags, 66 bales Old 
Papers, and 386 bales Manillas. 

DOMESTIC RAGS.—Packers and dealers, al- 
though having experienced a very dull state of 
trade during the past week, have shown very 
little disposition to make any further concession 
in price than recently made, most of them 
preferring to hold until next month or early in 
September, when they can reasonably expect 
better prices. We hear of a large order placed 
by an Eastern manufacturer with a city packer 
for a three months’ supply of No. 1 City Whites 
at 4.35c. Small orders are being filled at 4%@ 
4.43c. for No. 1 Whites, 23¢@2ic. for No. 2 and 
14 @1%c. for Seconds. 

BAGGING, &c.—The same general conditions 
have ruled in the Gunny Bagging market as 
were reported-a week ago, only that the dull- 
ness has become intensified. Importers still ask 
1%@1e. for No. 1 Manchester Bagging, but a 
concession of an }<c. even from the inside quota- 
tion fails to attract buyers. The goods cannot 
be laid down at the price they are offered at, 
but being here consignees are willing to realize 
on them at a concession from cost. Manilla 
Rope is unchanged ; 34@3% is the range for Eng- 
lish and Domestic, respectively. Jute Rope is 
still held at 2}4@2%/, and Threads at 23¢. 


OLD PAPERS.—These continue to be neglec- 
ted, and with large supplies of nearly every 
grade pressing upon the market, prices are weak 
and nominal. The nominal quotations are: Com- 
mons, 45@55c.; No. 2 Bogus Manillas, 60@75c. ; 
No. 1 do., %@lc.; Light Book Stock, 144@1c.; 
Folded News, 1.50@1.56i{c.; No. 1 Manillas, 
2@2i{c.; Solid Book Stock, 24@2%c. ; Led- 
gers, 3}4@3Kc.; Soft White Shavings, 34@

STRAW.—Straw has met with a fair request 
and prices remain steady.

ROSINS.—The market generally for rosins 
remains quiet and unchanged, with small 
jobbing sales. We quote f. o. b., cart- 
age included, viz.: C Strained, $1.80; D Good 
Strained at $1.90; E at $2; F Good No. 2 at 
$2.20; G Low No. 1 at $2.40; H No. 1 at $2.50;

CHEMICALS.—The market for the past week 
has been in a great measure one of anticipation, 
the trade waiting for the new tariff to go into ef- 
fect and to see some of its effects. Business, it 
is generally expected, will be better, and goods 
subject to changes in tariff on a more stable 
basis. The business for immediate delivery has 
been very dull, but for delivery during the 
month a fair trade has been done. The market 
being in such an unsettled condition, owing to 
the new tariff, last week’s prices are still nomi- 
nally held, but the tendency is to a little lower 
range.

CHINA CLAY.—The reduction in the duty 
of $2 per ton has caused the importers to re- 
duce their price in accordance, and they are now 
offering Prime, freely, at $16 per ton, or $15 
from wharf. The demand continues fair and 
we hear of sales of 40 tons extra ex-dock at 
$18.50, 25 do. Prime at $15, and 20 do. Common at 
$13. We quote: Prime $16@16.50; Medium 
$15@315.50 ; and Common $13@$14. Sellers of 
Southern Clay are still asking $11.50@12,notwith- 
standing the low price ruling for English ; the 
demand, however, has been rather limited. On 
the other hand, stock is very difficult to obtain 
at the sources of supplies, and dealers are there- 
fore firm in price. 


COAL.—The July circulars have been issued 
and they show the advance anticipated, with 
the exception of broken coa!, on which discretion 
proved the better part, in view of the low price 
at which Bituminous can be had. Saward’s 
Coal Trade Journal says: ‘Dealers and job- 
bers all report a pretty heavy order book ; in 
most cases sufficient to carry them through July 
without any further trouble. Scranton, Wil- 
kes-Barre and Lackawanna coals have advanced 
fifteen cents on Egg, twenty-five cents on Stove 
and Chestnut. Pittston advanced five cents on 
Egg, fifteen cents on Stove and ten cents on 
Chestnut. Plymouth Red Ash advanced ten 
cents on Grate, fifteen cents on Egg and fifteen 
cents on Stove. Lehigh coals advanced ten 
cents on Broken, fifteen on Egg, twenty-five on 
Stoveand Chestnut. Reading showsan advance 
of fifteen cents on Egg, and twenty-five cents on 
Stove and Chestnut. There is no doubt the mar- 
ket is in better shape than it would have been 
had no change been made;in the price-lists. 
Lehigh coals are particularly strong. All the 
companies not dependent on the coastwise trade 
keep the arrivals moving off without any trou- 
ble. Coal can be bought ‘off the list,’ as a mat- 
ter of course, but some buyers are even now 
anxious to know what is going to be done on 
August 1. We do not expect a very heavy ton- 
nage for July this year. There is practically 
nothing to report in connection with the trade in 
Bituminons at the tide-water ports.” Quotations 
of Scranton coal at Hoboken are: Lump and 
Grate, $3.90; Egg, $4.15; Stove, $4.45, and 
Chestnut, $4.55. Philadelphia and Reading Com- 
pany at Port Richmond, N. J. quotes: Broken,

Obituary. 


Ervesto G. FaBBRI. 

Ernesto G. Fabbri, an old and widely known 
and respected merchant in this city, and a mem- 
ber of the firm of Fabbri & Chauncey, Leghorn 
rag importers, died suddenly, on Tuesday, July 
3, at Lake Mahopac. He was born in Florence, 
Italy, fifty-three years ago. He came to this 
country about thirty years ago and settled in 
New York, where his brother, Egisto P. Fabbri 
had preceded him. He entered the fur house of 
John Randall & Co. as clerk, and soon became a 
partner and married Mr. Randall’s daughter. 
In 1861, Mr. Fabbri visited Italy and established 
the firm of Valerio & Fabbri, commission mer- 
chants, at Genoa. In 1865 he returned to New 
York and became a member of the commission 
firm of Fabbri & Chauncey, of No. 48 South 
street, of which his brother was senior partner 
In 1876, when E. P. Fabbri retired from the 
firm to join the banking house of Drexel, Mor- 
gan & Co., Mr. E.G. Fabbri became head of 
the commission firm, and so remained until his 
death. 
Mr. Fabbri took a great interest in the wel- 
fare and education of his poorer countrymen in 
this city, and was twice knighted by the Italian 
government in recognition of his services, re- 
ceiving the order of the Crown of Italy and the 
order of Sts. Maurice and Lazarus. He was 
identified also with many charitable and benev- 
olent works aside from those confined to his own 
countrymen. He was a director of the Orient 
Mutual Insurance Company, the United States 
Rolling Stock Company, the Central and South 
American Telegraph Company and of the Edi- 
son Electric Light Company. He was a member 
of the Chamber of Commerce, the Maritime 
Association and other business organizations. 
He was a prominent member of the Protestant 
Episcopal Church of the Holy Communion. Mr. 
Fabbri leaves a widow and eight children.
